Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's arguments, see the amendment submitted after the Final Rejection, filed on 
December 03, 2003, with respect to the term "surface mountable component" recited in the 
limitations of claim 1, including examples the sensor configuration corresponding to said term to 
set forth the distinction with respect to the cited references, have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-7 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-7 allowed, 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 has been found to be allowable over the Prior Art of record because the Prior Art 
of record fails to teach or suggest a sensor including a temperature measurement element in the 
form of a surface mountable component (SMD) connected to contact pads on one end of a circuit 
board, in combination with the remaining limitations of said claims. 

Claims 2-7 have been found to be allowable over the Prior Art of record due to their 
dependence upon claim 1 .
